l'koM ENGLAND COMES A TRENCHANT CRITICISM of the results and 
propositions of public elementary education, published under the title 
Mass education in England; a critical examination of problem and 
possibility, by J. H. Garrett, published by Burrow and Company, 43 
Kingsway, London. The book, paper bound, consists mainly of a 
discussion of the history and object of public education and an ex- 
amination of various reports which, the author thinks, uphold his 
belief. A quotation from the preface states the writer’s thesis : 


The world of parents cannot easily be brought to believe that the compara- 
tive degree of education that the children can acquire first, and chiefly, 
depends upon congenital qualities, or is limited by the native powers for 
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learning that reside in the pupils, and that for one half of humanity, even 
that degree of education represented by the adopted simple curriculum to 
which the teaching of public elementary schools is limited is too much, and 
impossible of application with full results for sheer lack of educability. The 
children must be teachable to be taught, but a great many of them are by 
nature so only to such a limited extent that their teaching can be carried only 
a short way. It is not possible to educate the masses to any predetermined 
extent, whatever be the expenditure in money and teaching labour, the 
differences in intelligence, and natural traits of character assisting to educa- 
tion, varying everywhere in wide degree and affecting the results of teaching 
fundamentally. 

This is the truth, and, being so, it should be openly accepted and recog- 
nised, and all expectations of educational results in the schools be modified 
accordingly. Mass education is hardly a subject for enthusiasm. 


A USEFUL, WELL MADE BIBLIOGRAPHY Is Peace forces of today, a 
thirty-five page list of “select references to recent books and articles 
on various aspects of the peace movement, with annotations.” It lists 
between four and five hundred items not only on such subjects as 
disarmament, diplomacy, and international organization but also on 
the international aspects of education, fine arts, philosophy, religion, 


etc. On the last page addresses are given for more than thirty organi- 
zations having pamphlets for sale or free distribution.

Thus we had early become familiar with the 
Sargasso Sea where strange and colorful creatures of the ocean leaped from a 
watery, feathery jungle; with Mozambique on its coral reefs; with the dirt and 
heat and confusion of Calcutta and Bombay ; and thus, too, there had early crept 
into the minds of most of us, through oft-repeated and glorified recitals, the 
effulgent idea that somewhere within the confines of this earth there existed a 
place all-sufficient in beauty, or in strangeness, or in breath-taking, consuming 
excitement. These Meccas, goals of our mental pilgrimages, were, of course, 
relative, depending upon the routes which our ancestors’ ships had taken. The 
dream place of one was Singapore; of another, Genoa; of a third, Martinique. 
Cynthia and I had early taken Cadiz for our own.

THIS BRINGS US BACK TO THE OLD QUESTION: What do children like? The 
answer to the question concerns the writer for children as much as, and no more 
than, the answer to the question “What do men and women like?” concerned 
Shakespeare or Dickens. In other words—and I have taken a long time coming 
to the obvious—a “children’s book” must be written, not for children, but for 
the author himself. That the book, when written, should satisfy children must be 
regarded as a happy accident, just as one regards it as a happy accident if a dog 
or a child love one; it is a matter of personality, and personality is the last matter 
about which one can take thought. But whatever fears one has, one need not fear 
that one is writing too well for a child, any more than one need fear that one is 
becoming almost too lovable. It is difficult enough to express oneself with all 
the words in the dictionary at one’s disposal; with none but simple words the 
difficulty is much greater. We need not spare ourselves.

Might well be 
used with Beasts and super-beasts (see fic- 
tion list) to break concentration and afford 
relaxation.

This further appearance of Quentin Roose- 
velt as one of the “gang” recalls Roosevelt’s 
Letters to his children. There are other 
small boys who race the corridors of the 
White house in these pages. An easily read, 
mirthful, and at time poignant book for young 
and old. Its type and make-up recommend it 
for bed-patients especially. 


Repplier, Agnes. Pére Marquette. Double- 
day, Doran, $3. 

For the patient who reads without too 
much effort this will be a welcome transcrip- 
tion of a vigorous, adventuresome epoch. 
Passages relating the atrocities of Indian 
warfare and customs should be remembered, 
as certain patients will be disturbed by such 
details. Make-up satisfactory. Can well be 
used for older boys and girls as well as 
adults.

If a hospital librarian has difficulty in mak- 
ing this 600-page, north-of-England novel go, 
let her read it herself. Having tasted the 
delights firsthand she will realize its potency 
for a certain class of convalescents—the in- 
telligent, book-loving patient who wants 
neither a jaundiced interpretation of reality 
that colors so much modern fiction, nor a per- 
fervid erotic effusion, nor a jejune bit of 
saccharine optimism. Although long, the 
print is satisfactory and the book is not heavy 
to hold. 


Rea, Mrs. Lorna. Six Mrs. Greenes. Har- 
per, $2.50. 

These character studies of the six Mrs. 
Greenes, a woman and her five daughters-in- 
law, appeal to those older women who en- 
joyed Madame Claire. The book is attrac- 
tively bound, has large type, and is easy to 
hold. Very clever, but should be handled 
with care. Anyone with a disease phobia 
might be upset by one part. 


Rice, Mrs. Alice Caldwell (Hegan) The 
buffer.

A charming romance which will help to 
satisfy the demand for “good love stories.” 
The type may be too small for those who can 
not sit up, otherwise suitable for first stages 
of convalescence. 


Richmond, Mrs. Grace Louise (Smith) 
Listening post. Doubleday, Doran, $2. 
A readable, sane account of the solution, 

as well as the crisis, in the lives of a man 
and his wife.

Stirring Alaskan romance centering about 
the famous dog-team races over the 400-mile 
Sweepstake Trail. Can be used for its ro- 
mance, its picture of Nome, or for its interest 
in the dogs, which last suggests Jack London. 
There is one incident of great cruelty to one 
of the dogs which might disturb certain pa- 
tients. Will hold the attention under diffi- 
cult circumstances. Better than most “west- 
erns.” Type good. 


Wodehouse, Pelham Grenville. Fish pre- 
ferred.

Although this is not the author at his best, 
it is a diverting story full of chuckles and 
sparkling dialog. For the patient who usually 
does not care for light reading it makes a 
good first book. Type satisfactory.
